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Trans-Atlantic 6m DX! 


G4UPS writes: “I understand that the first opening 
across the pond of the (Summer 1993) Sporadic E season 
took place on the evening of May 31 when HK1BDN 
worked into EA sometime after 2200. Just after this, other 
EA stations were working W4s on 28 MHz. Nothing was 
heard here on 28 MHz at that time. 


On June 3, VE1ZZ was reported by G4ALY and 
G6ION (in 1070) calling CQ on CW at 2015. No contacts 
were made. On June 5, CT4KQ informed me on 6m that 
he had been working W1/VE1 from around 1945. On the 
same date, I heard VE1ZZ from 2139 on CW, calling CQ 
and working EH stations. He was heard here until 2204 
when he called QRZ CN8? I worked VE1XDX 559/559 at 
2142, but could not get through to Jack, VE1ZZ. As far as 
I can gather, both stations were only into this small hamlet 
of Hemyock—the only other station to hear them was 
Doug, G5JJ, who is in the same village.” 


The next trans-Atlantic opening in G4UPS’s report 
was June 11, when he reports K1TOL was into G6ION at 
1740, and into G4UPS at 1749 559. At 1805 G4UPS 
worked VE1ZZ in FN84 579/559. He heard KIDAT 
569/W2TQC 579/W2RHQ 579/KM1H 579/VO1ZA/B 579, 
and at 1833 worked K1TOL 55/41. WA10OUB was heard 
57. At 1948 he heard YOZ2IS calling WA3BFM. Last 
heard was VE1ZZ 339 at 2015. 


On June 12, local (to G4UPS) reports showed 
K1TOL and the VO1ZA beacon in from around 0900, and 
that K1TOL had been heard working into Italy. That 
evening, from 1920, G4UPS reports hearing many W sta- 
tions including KM4ME 57/KC4Y0 57/ all the way up to 
50.300 in contest, but like many other G stations, he was 
unable to break the W pile ups. He reports only W3/W4, 
no W1 or W2. SP4 worked VE1MQ/R and northern 
G stations worked VE1DR/R and others, but he heard 
nothing of the VEs or the VO beacon there. By 2015 all 
the W stations had faded out. 


On June 14, G4UPS reports VO1ZA beacon in at 
1944 to 2008 569-579, and then again 2042-2144 in/out, but 
always audible. On June 18 at 1359 VEIMQ/KO4EI were 
into G3KOX/G3HBR. On June 22 at 1322, G4JVL heard 
KiTOL calling CQ. 


June 25 was the big day for G4UPS, however, he 
worked K1TOL at 1940, heard VE1RG at 1950, W2CAP/1 
beacon til 2102, heard W2MPK, K2QIE, & K2QE, worked 
WA10OUB at 2006, and heard VE3FIT, KIBKK, KM1E, 
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VE1 YX at 2039, worked WA2RQC at 2042 CW and at 
2053 SSB, worked VE1ZZ at 2102, heard W2AIM. All out 
by 2135. 


Propagation & Comments from Malta 


by John Dugall, 9HSEE 

In contrast with last year, the poor propagation during 
this year’s UK Six Meter Group (UKSMG) third six meter 
contest made it neither exciting nor spectacular for stations 
in Malta. Once more, as in the past, the intercontinental 
DX window was defined as between 50.110 and 50.130. 
This means anybody could sit and work the pileups on 
50.1099! This would therefore be against the spirit, but not 
the letter. 


The first reported multi-hop Sporadic-E opening to 
North America this year for us happened on June 11 
around 1830Z with WA1OUB and 1ZZ, both in weak 
CW. Later, around 2300, VE1ZZ was worked again in 
weak SSB. During these openings, conditions were much 
better into North and Central Europe. On the contrary, on 
June 12, around 0940, WA1OUB, K2VV, and K1TOL 
were all very strong SSB signals with me and other Medi- 
terranean areas. It was unfortunate not many North 
American stations were active in their early morning hours. 
Ed—0940Z = 0540 Eastern Daylight Time. 


The eee few days and weeks have seen very good 
Sporadic-E conditions in almost all directions. Very long 
hours of propagation were also noted extending well into the 
night-time and early morning hours, if not continuous for 
days. Many times I attributed the lack of activity to a 
shortness of operators or enthusiasm rather than to no 
conditions at all. One such example was the night between 
June 11 and June 12. The band was wide open when I decided 
to go QRT and horizontal. Six HB9s were having some 
good time in their permitted hours of operation. Their 
signals were peaking 40 dB over for most of the time. A 
few odd DL and PA stations were also very strong, but of 
course, all others were in bed. A few minutes earlier, Ela, 
G6HKM, gave up her hard work and failed to finish a 
ley QSO with her first HB9 in the official time. 

e only factor against her was just timing, and she would 
have made it if only she stayed around for some 30 minutes 
more! 


On June 17, starting around 1430 and lasting for about 
three hours or more, extending well beyond the Mediterranean 
Sea area, we had what sounded like Tropo conditions (also on 
2 m) stretching to the following list of countries: EH8, CT3, 
CN, CT, ZB, EH, F, I, 9H, 5B4, ZC4, SV, SV5, 4X1, 9K2. I 
could have missed noticing other countries. Other countries 
like TA, where nobody was QRV at the moment, and OD, 
being only QRV during the weekends, could have easily been 
on the list. But still, this already looks like a pretty continuous 
straight line to me. This is very much like what I have report- 
ed for June 14. Added to this, we also had Sporadic E open- 
ings to upper and central Europe at various times during this 
event. 


W50ZI (EM00cl) passed along the following: ““On 
Sunday July 18, I worked the following Spanish stations on 6:

Signals were weak, to be sure, but all were plenty QS. 
John, KBSIUA (EL29) worked one of the above and also 


CT4KQ at about the same times. I never heard the CT4. 


There was very little US Es, although I did hear a few 
East Coast stations calling or working the DX. You may 
remember that I worked a CT3 on June 16, 32 days earlier. 
Could this mean anything? I am guessing this was four hop 
Es or long three hop Es—otherwise I’m at a loss to explain it!”’ 


Bob, K6QXY, reports that VE3KKL had an opening to 
Europe around 2200 that day. Bob wonders if 15-18 hours 
local time at the western end of the path isn’t a preferred time 
for these extended Es openings. 


Mike Cherry, VE7SKA, reports ducting openings (Ed- 
where no signals were evident at typical single-hop ranges 
(under 2400 km). These condition may also be caused by 
cloud-to-cloud reflections without intermediate ground reflec- 
tion.) He reports: ‘‘This year has been an average one of Es 
opening duration; however, it has been seen an abnormally 
large incidence of long-haul Es (often mistakenly referred to 
as “‘multi-hop”’). (NB-today is no exception: I just worked 
FN22 and FN10 in New England!! First Es opening of the 
season was on April 28 when the WD7Z/B showed up. May 7 
and 8 gave us aurora into the usual W7 and VE6 areas. May 9 
we had aurora into VES a6. May 13 between 0000-0100 was 
our first long-haul ES into NC and OH. May 23 we saw C6 
and Tennessee & Michigan. June 4-we had aurora into 
Montana and Oregon. 


On June 6, VE7FEI (CN88) reported a contact with 
NL7OW via backscatter with both stations pointed SE. No 
other KL7 openings to VE7 have occurred so far. June 9 saw 
VE7 into just about everywhere in the continental U.S. not- 
ably Florida and South Texas. June 11 produced a ducting- 
type opening to Maine. June 13 VE7 to Indiana, Virginia, 
Arkansas and Wisconsin. June 16, a few W7s in the Portland, 
OR and Seattle WA areas were into KL7 via E-backscatter 
briefly around 0525. Also that day, VE7/W7 were into 
Louisiana, Mississippi, & N Carolina. 


July 2 produced an aurora opening into the usual W7 and 
VE6 areas. July 4 at 1718 I worked XE1ABA in DK89 and 
heard XEIGRR. July 5, CN88 heard YV4AB/B at 1811. 
CO2KK was reported into Southern CA and Nevada. July 6, 
VE7 was in to VE3,4, W2 and W4. At 0048, VE7FEI (CN88) 
heard a KG4 in Guantanomo Bay work a Phoenix-area station. 
July 8 six opened to VE3,4, W3, W4, & W9. 


The July 10 aurora only brought a few Portland-area 
stations. July 12, six opened to Ohio & NY. July 13 we hada 
nice evening opening to WV & Washington DC area. W3s 
reported a lengthy opening into the Canbbean and also the 
OX3 beacon. July 14 (today) produced an opening to VE3, 
W1/2/3/6/7(Wyoming & Montana). VE7FEI and myself 
counted no less than nine beacons this morning! Statistically, 
we’ve had 16 multi-hop or long-haul Es openings here into the 
Pacific Northwest. No one has yet reported working KH6s or 
JAs. 


Beacons heard and measured to the exact frequency this 
season: KOGUV with its usual chirp--50.007.9, XE2UZL/b 
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50.027.5, this beacon is heard quite regularly in CN88. 
VE3WBL/b 50.058.5, WD7Z/b 50.068.9, YV4AB 50.025.5, 
K6FV/b three or four times, VE7BEE/b runs ocassionally on 
50.049.9. Not heard this year (usually shows up during au- 
rora) is VE6MTR. I don’t know if this is an occasional 
beacon or is QRT. 


VE7FEI or myself may try to put on a rare British 
Columbia grid such as CO70 or possibly CN78, CN69, or 
C060 for next year’s contests.”

48.250- very weak, S-1 at around 1300z for a half hour or so. 
49.750- peaked at S-8 at 1115z. It was S-5 when I came in the 
shack at 1000z and still audible but S-1 at 1400z when I went 
QRT. Other stuff in the log: 

1043z- heard Louis, HL9UH calling CQ on 50.110 CW. He 
was very weak but Q-5 copy on a quiet band here. He later 
told me that he was beaming JA at the time, so I was hearing 
him off the side of his yagi. 

1055z- worked op JL2WNA on 50.084 CW, S-1 signals 
1118z- worked Shige, JASIGX on 50.110 CW, S-1 signals 
1133z- worked Kon, JE2WLD on 50.110 CW, S-1 signals 
1140z- worked Louis, HL9UH on 50.115 SSB, with S-5 
signals, but conditions only held up for another 10 minutes or 
so before he began to fade out. 

June 6 48.250- in the noise briefly at around 1000z 

June 7-14 nothing... 

June 15 48.250- very weak at about 1000z. 

Other signals- a real oddball tonight; on 51.705 (WBF M) out 
just south of east from here, very strong (almost full quieting) 
TV audio- an American English movie soundtrack. Maybe a 
leaky Video player coax cable somewhere here in the 
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valley?!? I didn’t hear any other signals any where besides this 
one. I dunno! 

June 16 49.750- below S-1 but audible from about 0930-1200z 
June 17-23 nothing but receiver noise 

June 23 Beacons heard: at 0900z when I came in- JA6YBR 
(S-3), JA7ZMA (S-1). JA2IGY came up out of the noise at 
0910z. 48.250- nothing 

49.750- very weak but audible at 0900z. S-3 peak at 0930z, 
then faded away.

0920z 50.110 CW JHIWHS, Yutak PM96 559 

0931z 50.107 CW JRITNE, Naka QMO06 559 

0940z 50.107 CW JE3KKC, Make 559 

JA6YBR was the last audible beacon, fading into the noise at 
0945z. JH1 WHS was heard calling CQ on 50.110 CW with 
very faint signals at 1010z. It was great to hear the band open 
up for a little while after all this time. 

June 24-29 nothing but noise 

June 30 Beacons heard: at 1120z when I came in- JA6YBR 
(in the noise), JA7ZMA (S-1), JA2IGY (just out of the noise). 
I think that I could hear "pings" of JR6YAG way down in the 
noise at 1120z, but it disappeared by 1130z. 

48.250- nothing 

49.750- S-3 at 1120z. S-8 peak at 1230z, then faded away. 
Just out of the noise by 1400z. 

Stations worked: Only one! 

1142z 50.110 CW JH7VTE, Yutak QM09 559 

This opening was interesting, in that it never got very strong, 
but it was quite a long one. None of the beacons were never 
far out of the noise, but they were all very steady. I could still 
hear them when I went QRT at midnight local (1400z). They 
were all there already when I came into the shack at 1120z, so 
I don’t know how long the band really was open. JH7VTE 
was the only amateur signal that I heard all evening. 

One other interesting thing that 1 noted- as the evening went 
on, the beacon JA2IGY got stronger as JA7ZMA got weaker. 
JA6YBR remained the same. It seems like maybe the opening 
moved south as it closed, but that’s just a guess.
